George and Ed Meek» Taken frbiu Jail

Fort Scott, Kan., Jan. 22.—A mob of 


409 men 
Saturday 
night 
lynched 


George and Ed Meeks, alias Smith, two 
Kansas City criminals, who were con- 
victed of the murder of Leopold Elin- 
ger, a young farmer of Bates county, 
Missouri. The same mob was prevent- 
ed from hanging Amos Phillips, an old 
Bates county farmer, who was con- 
victed of the same crime, by a deter- 
mined stand taken by the sheriff and 
his deputies, assisted by conservative 
citizens. The lynching was immediate- 
ly 
Induced by a murderous 
assault 


made by the prisoners on a deputy 
sheriff in an attempt to escape. A 
battle in'which eight officers and three 
prisoners, the two Meeks and one other 
who was not identified on account of 
the 
darkness, participated, followed 


thetr attempt to get out. One officer 
was wounded, and George Meeks was 
shot in the leg. Thirty shots were 
fired In the jail. Ed Meeks declared 
that Phillips and George Meeks did 
the killing, but the mob would not let 
him finish his statement.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 22—The six- 


teenth annual report of the United 
States civil service commission has been 
submitted to the president. The report 
opens with a preliminary statement in 
regard to the extent of the classified and 
unclassified service from which it appears 
that there are approximately 75,000 
positions and 107,000 unclassified posi- 
tions; of the latter 71,007 are occupied 
by fourth-class postmasters. 
There are 


19,446 positions in the executive service 
of the district of Columbia and more 
than 162,000 distributed among the 
states and territories. The commission 
states that the expenditure for salaries 
for the entire service classified and un- 
classified is approximately 8104,000,000 
Der annum, a large increase having re- 
sulted from the war with Spain. 


To Extern! Rural Jfrcv Delivery. 


The postoffice department is preparing 


to introduce rural free delivery upon 
various routes, and the experiment will 
bejianugurated at an early date, al- 
though several months and perhaps the 
present fiscal year may elapse before it 
is introduced upon a large scale. 


The success of the rural free delivery 


system and the demand for its extension 
have induced those in charge here to 
undertake arrangements with star-route 
carriers ucder which they will not only 
perform their present duties but will de- 
liver and collect mail along their routes, 
thus becoming in a 
degree 
rural 


carriers.

60,000,000 sinners in the United States. 
Not one man in 10.000 today stops to 
think of God until he is ready to die," 
said the Eev. Len D. Broughton yester- 
day. The long, lank revivalist from 
Georgia seemed to be in much earnest.

"Religion is going 
backward." he 


said. "The power it once had is dimin- 
ishing.

Ministers are at a standstill; they are 
slowly losing their power. As a draw- 
ing card the church ranks only sixth in 
the list of public attractions.

the Cakewalk. Something must be done 
to bring the people into the churches, 
not on Sundays, but every day of the 
week. To do this we must make the 
church both a business proposition and 
a place of attraction.

state democracy. Tomorrow evening he 
dines at the Democratic club, and his 
presence there marks the acceptance of 
Bryan and all that he stands foe by the 
democracy of New York City. The gold 
men in the club threaten to 'kick over 
the traces, but it is thought Croker will 
keep them in line. 


In regard to the trust, problem Mr. 


Bryan announced the following plan, 
which has been generally approved by 
the eastern democratic leaders. 


He proposes that the jurisdiction ot 


the federal government be extended 
over all corporations that have interests 
in more than one state, and are there- 
fore engaged in interstate commerce in 
the "constitutional meaning of 
that 


phrase, and the passage of. a law requir- 
ing them to take out licenses, for which 
they must pay a reasonable tax to the 
commissioner of internal revenue. 
! At stated periods all such proportions 
shall be required to publish statements 
of their financial condition and trans- 
actions, similar to those made by the 
national banks, and their books shall be 
alwaye open to examination by special 
agents of the internal-revenue bureau, 
who shall have power and duties similar 
to those of national bank examiners. 


This proposition is not materially dif- 


ferent from that which the industrial 
commission is expected to recommend 
in its report to congress, except that the 
body will recommend that the trusts be 
placed under the jurisdiction • of 
the 


interstate commission instead of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau. 


German Press Clamors for Reprisals— 


Seizure of the Bark Marine is 


Severely Denounced. 


Berlin,- Jan. 
22—Detailed reports 


about the seizure of another German 
ship by an English cruiser are coming 
in, and indignation runs high again at 
this latest instance of British vindictive- 
ness. Many papers are clamoring for 
reprisals, and reproach the British gov- 
ernment with disregarding its promises. 


As the English papers did not even 


try to conceal their intense satisfaction 
over the latest seizure, it would seem 
that Germany had not been sufficiently 
outspoken in making known to England 
that such interference with German 
commerce would not be brooked any 
longer. 


Since England promised the Washing- 


ton government that flour would not be 
considered contraband of war the seiz- 
ure of the Marie, which, too, had flour 
on board, was obviously a slap in the 
face of Germany.

ORIGIN OF A NAME. '. 


Ladysmlth, In Nntal, Happen*

That year, 
however, January, counting in the whole 
thirty-one days, showed 
an average 


daily excess of temperature above the 
normal of 16 degrees. There were days 
in that month when a temperature aa 
high as 61 was registered, and the low 
est temperature ot the month WBB only 
19 degrees, while there was not a single 
day during which at some time the mer- 
cury did not go above freezing. 


This year, since Jan. 2, the lowest 


temperature has been 23 degrees, while 
the highest has been 48 degrees, making 
a range much less than in that month 
of 1880, and giving as a result a steady 
impression of greater warmth. Indeed, 
unless a sudden change comes causing a 
big drop in the temperature, January. 
1900, may make such a record as will 
cause 1880 to take a back seat in the 
matter of warm January's 


Last year there were four warm days 


in the middle of January when the tem- 
perature was as high as it has been run- 
ning here lately, but the month as a 
whole showed that the temperature had 
averaged something below the normal.

CUBAN FLOWER 


Durban, where so many thousands of 


British soldiers have recently been 
landed, Is the most important city on 
the east coast of Africa. It is the chief 
town in Natal, being much larger and a 
great deal livelier than Pietcrmaritz- 
burg, the capital of that colony. 


Durban has only two rivals on the 


east coast. Port Elizabeth and Delagoa 
Bay, but in the last few years she bas 
outstripped -both of these in the race 
for commercial success andeven threat 
eas the supremacy of Cape Town. 


For many years a sand bar at the 


entrance to the harbor of Durban al 
most prevented the growth of the port, 
but the enterprise of the Natal govern- 
ment has caused this bar to be,^cut 
through, so that now all but the largest 
ships may sail up to tlie wharfs. There 
is still much dredging to be done, auc 
big steamers are yet compelled to an- 
chor in the roadstead off the harbor 
and send their freight ashore on light- 
ers, but the Natal government keeps 
dredges busy almost all the time, and 
some day the harbor of Natal Is destin- 
ed to be the Quest one on that coast. 


Durban looks more like an American 


city than any other in South Africa. 
In spite of its tropical climate, there 
are snap and eaergy about the city aud 
evidences of modern ways and meth- 
ods. It is the principal gateway to the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State. 
Through Its warehouses pass tlie great- 
er part of tlie goods which the two re- 
publics which are now joined in a des- 
perate struggle against Great Britain 
buy aud soli. 


The imports nt Durban for the first 


two months of the current year were 
27,367 tons, valued at $530,S2S. Amer- 
icans have a large and rapidly growing 
share in this business, nnd the reason

At the Durban hotel .where he staid 


the American consul found the doors 
and trimmings and oven tlie electric 
lights were of Yankee origin.

fact," he said, "I wns duriug my whole 
trip all the time putting my hand on 
something American. I was told that 
our screwdrivers, bummers, hatchets, 
chisels, etc., were so cheap, though 
good, that it did not pay to have them 
ground or repaired; tbat it was better 
and cheaper to buy new ones." 


Durban is connected with Johannes- 


burg and Pretoria by a railroad. Just 
now the connection is badly broken, 
for the Boers hold the greater part of 
the Hue. It was on this road, which 
runs from Durban through Pietermar- 
itzburg aud Ladysmitn, that an Eng- 
lish armored train was recently cap- 
tured. 
Ladysmith is ISO miles from 


the coast, and the distance from Dur- 
ban to Johannesburg by rail . Is 400 
miles. A first class ticket for the lat- 
ter ride costs $30. . 


The town of Durban itself is not 


built directly on the shore, which is 
low aud flat, but rises in terraces on 
the hills which begin about a mile from 
the head of the harbor. 
It bas wide, 


well paved, clean streets, which are 
shaded by huge palms aud other trop- 
ical trees. There are several good ho- 
tels in the city and a very substantial 
municipal building, which Is used not 
only as a town ball and postofllce, but 
which also contains a very good li- 
brary. There are an opera house and 
an English club which bas well ap- 
pointed quarters. 


The climate of Durban is delightful. 


It is high enough above the shore to es- 
cape the fever mists, and its tropical 
temperature is modified by cool winds, 
which seem to be forever blowing. .The 
city Is a favorite winter resort for Jo- 
haunesburgers. It has been called "the 
Newport of South Africa." 


Altogether Durban is a most Inter- 


esting place, and just now, wh,en it Is 
filled with many soldiers and stirred 
with wild war rumors, it is one of the 
liveliest places on the continent of Af- 
rica.

Its colleges of instruction are 
located at Kirksville, Mo , Boston, Mass. 
Des Moinea. la., Minneapolis, Minn. 
Los Angeles, CaL, and Milwaukee, "Wis 
all of whijh are members of the Asso 
ciated Colleges which provide an es 
tablished curriculum of study that 
vie£ 


with tho curriculum of the averag< 
recognized medical college of this coun- 
try. 
The major difference is that in 


place of materia medioa we have-the 
study 
of 
osteopathio 
principles. 


Our 
course 
of 
study 
covers 
a 


period 
of 
four 
terms 
of 
five 


months each, which means ten consecu- 
tive months of study per year. 
The 


course in most medical colleges covers 
four terms of six months each, with the 
stipulation "no two terms taken in the 
same year," 
I mention this solely for 


the purpose of calling attention to the 
fact that the Osteopathic course cover- 
ing two years' time, is but four months 
less than the Medical course cohering 
four years' time, and refuting the as- 
sumption that the Osteopathist enters 
the field of therapeutics without the 
necessary knowledge of the human body 
and its care.

Manila, Jan. 22.—On 
Thursday 
a 


pack train escorted by fifty men 
of 


company C. Thirtieth infantry, Lieut. 
Ralston commanding, was ambushed 
near Lipa, province of Laguna, and 
two Americans were killed, four were 
wounded and nine were missing. The 
insurgents fired three volleys at close 
range, and the escort was obliged to 
retreat, after killing fifteen of the in- 
iiurgents. Several animals of the pack 
train were killed and their packs were 
looted. 


The escort consisted of fifty conva- 


lescents from the hospital, who were 
going to rejoin the regiment. The in- 
surgents hid in the bushes along the 
road and opened fire upon the pack 
train from three sides. 
The Ameri- 


cans, in addition to their casualties, 
were compelled to abandon the train, 
which consisted of twenty-two .horses. 
The latter, with their packs, all fell 
i;ito the hands of the insurgents, who 
purusd .the retreating escort for three 
miles along the road until the Amer- 
icans were re-enforced. The affair is 
b'»ing investigated.

written not by the -trained newspaper! 
corrcspoudcnts, but by Tommy Atkins 
himself. These stones have been purts 
of letters which he has penned dur- 
ing lulls In the campaign and which 
he has sent across the ocoau to "tho 
folks at home." The latter, proud of 
their soldier boy, have scut these let- 
ters to the newspapers, whose editors, 
unablo to communicate with their cen- 
sor bound correspondents, have been 
glad to get them. 


Homely pictures most of these let- 


ter writing soldiers have painted, but 
in spite of their crudeuess they give 
a clearer Idea of the kind of trouble

Here is an, extract from a letter writ- 


ten by a private in General White's 
force iu Ladysmith: 


"We were a few miles out of Lady- 


smith collecting the wounded who had 
tumbled at the Nicholson's nek tight 
whou we came across two of our boys, 
one shot iu the neck and the other, a 
Gloucester hid whom I knew, in the 
leg. 
As soon as he saw me lie sultl: 


•Never mind my leg. 
I-t't that look 


uftcr itself. 
Be n sooil pal and give 


us a pipi1 of your u>ii:u-c«. 
I'm dying 


for a sniuUo.' Our sergeant said. 'You 
shall hnvi- it -wlii-ii v/e have propped 
you up coml'nrmtily in the van.' This 
same ohir.n is now in hospital here j 
minus his lof; U'g." 


A borderer, writing from 
Durban, 


speaks of the coolness of the women 
at Ladysmith during the battle of Far- 
quhar's Farm. 
''Some of the more 


courageous." he says, "had ventured 
on the hill beside- us to see the battle 
and were standing conspicuously dress- 
ed ia white. On their being asked to 
sit ('own and keep out of sight, as 
they made :i splendid target for the 
enemy's guns, one woman calmly re- 
plied that she was not going to soil 
her dress by sitting on the 
dirty 


ground." 


Here are the comments of another 


Boldiuv. They throw a vivid side light 
on the character of the lighting. He ia 
writing of the battle-of Elaudsumgte: 


"As tlio Gordons advanced up the 


stony kopjes 
toward the enemy it 


would appear that the men were not 
sufficiently extended to enable oach 
man to take full .advantage of the cov- 
er afforded by the rocks. Two of the 
raci\ indeed had a studio for the shel- 
ter of a stone that could not suliice for 
one. and the man almost forgot the 
whirling of the enemy's bullets! in their 
own set to. 


"The Boers of course had the puli 


there, and where the natural displace- 
ment of the whitistoue rocks ou the 
kopjes did not exactly suit their idons 
of defense they had placed OLIO stone 
on top of another or had laid one 
stone flat across tho other two. placed 
perpendicularly, the space between 
serving as n loophole. 


"Behind these little fortresses would 


always be found piles of empty Mau- 
ser cartridge cases. 
Behind one of 


them was the dead body of an elderly 


the experiences of the British troops 
and citizens cooped up in the besieged 
cities, 
Idulysmitu,

Mal'eking. But a few anecdotes have 
already found their way through tbe 
Hues aud across tlie big waters. 


It appears that during the long siege 


of I.adysmith the besieged, soldiers 
aud civilians alike, have become verita- 
ble wive dwellers. 
"Some 
people," 


writes a private who fiianagecl to get 
his letter through the 
linos, "have 


spent, weeks iu digging burrows for 
themselves and yet prefer to take their 
chances above ground because of the 
intense monotony of living in a lioio in 
tlie earl.li. 
Others puss whole days 


with wives nnd families or in solitary 
misery, where there is not light euough 
to read or work, scarcely showing a 
head outside from sunrise to sunset. 
They may lie seen trooping awny from 
fragile tin roofed houses lialf au hour 
bcfai-e daybreak, carryIUK children Iu 
tilth1 arms or a cat or monkey <ir mon- 
goose or a cage of pot birds, and they 
come back similarly ludon when the 
night gets too dim for gunners to go 
ou shooting. 


"There would be a touch of humor iu 


all this if it were not so deeply pathet- 
ic in its close associations with possi- 
ble tragedies. One never knows where 
or \vl)iit lion;- :\ stvny ?!'0t ov splinter 
will fall, ftiid H. is piiiLtil »0:iictiiiies to 
hear cries foi1 dolly from a prattling 
mite who rr.ay lii-vself be fatherless or 
motherless ttirr.oiTOW. 
We think as 


little as possible of such things, put- 
ting them from us with the light com- 
ment that they happen daily elsewhere 
than In besieged towns and making 
the best we can of a melancholy situa- 
tion. 


"The Imperial Light horse have amus- 


ed themselves at Ladysiuith by con- 
struct ing tunnels to the river bank, 
connecting dark caves in which whole 
regiments might be hidden. 
Knowl- 


edge of mining is sometimes useful, 


i though there be no precious metal to 


be dug out. 
In these caves the men 


find cooling relief from the burning 
suu." 


Here is another story from Ijidy- 


smith. Its humor Is quite refreshing: 
"The Boers have found a rather unique 
use for the shell and one that isn't 
without its cleverness.

played by a Little Girl. 


The importance of early instruction 


in the art of swimming received a 
striking illustration in vhe recent^ res- 
cue from drowning o£ a 6-yearrold girl 
at Port Jefferson, N. Y., says Leslie's 
Weekly. The child saved was Clarice 
Pettit, the little daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. Henry Pett.it of Brooklyn. 
Dr. 


Pettit, who Is a. physical instructor 
in Adelphi college, was out sailing with 
his 
wife, three 
children, including 


Clarice, and a maid, in his yacht, the 
Orient. Mrs. Pettit was at the wheel, 
when a sudden gust caused the yacht 
to heel to port, and Clarice was thrown 
into the water. 
Dr. Pettit sprang to 


her rescue, but the child had disap- 
peared. She soon came to the surface, 
however, near the dingey, where she 
sustained 'herself for a moment on an 
oar. Hearing her father call her name, 
the little one let go her sivpport and 
swam toward him, and the two, a mo- 
ment later, were picked up and safely 
restored to the yacht, but little the 
worse for their experience. 
The un- 


usual feature oil the affair was the as- 
tonishing coolness and courage dis- 
played by the child, an evidence of the 
excellent physical training she has re- 
ceived. Although the little swimmer 
sank beneath the waves several times 
after going overboard, she gave not 
the slightest, sign of fear or excite- 
ment, but seemed perfectly confident 
in her own power to sustain herself un- 
til help should came. 
When asked, 


a'fter her return to the yacht, why 
she had let go the oar, she said: 
"I 


could not seem to swim fast enough 
with it." Of her experience under the 
water she remarked: 
"It was dark 


down there, but I kept my mouth shut 
so that I would not swallow water." 
such presence of mind in a 6-year-old 
child is as rare as it Is remarkable.

wives, and it is run in the interest oC 
farmers' wives. 
They are going to 


learn how to reach the hearts o£ their 
men folks by the same old route, but 
X>y now. scientific methods. They are 
exploring the mysteries of drainage, 
ventilation and water tutoring. They 
are conning nutrition tables, getting ou 
"bowing 
terms 
with parliamentary 


usage and experiencing the delights of 
organized debate. 
Not only are they 


acquiring much useful 
information, 


but they arc breaking the monotony of 
farm life by attending club meetings 
find conventions. 


The Illinois Association of Domestic 


Science lias-grown out of a suggestion 
made about two years ago at the an- 
nual meeting of the Illinois farmers' 
institute, held at Champaign, Ills. The 
suggestion was received with enthu- 
siasm and a preliminary gathering 
.held, at which were elected the follow- 
ing officers: President, Mrs. Joseph 
Carter of Champaign; vice president 
at large, Mrs. E. M. Coffmau of Me- 
•chanicsbnrg; secretary, Mrs. Emma J. 
Davenport of Urbana.

Tvomen take part in state and county 
meetings of the farmers' institute, but 
*o interested are they that in many 
parts township meetings are held regu- 
3arly. These township gatherings are 
iu the nature of a study club for wo- 
men. Frequently they are called the 
Keighborhood club. They occur fort- 
nightly or monthly and Include discus- 
sion or demonstration—sciuetimes both 
—ou cookery, sanitation, home sur- 
roundings, architecture of the home, 
house furnishing and even 
family 


finances. 
Courses of study are . fur- 


wished for this purpose. 


One of the most interesting township 


clubs meets with Mrs. Duulap in her 
kitchen in Savoy. 
Every two weeks 


the 35 members, mostly from the farm, 
come together. Two young girls regu- 
larly come six miles to the meeting. 
These women roll up their sleeves and 
with the materials furnished by Mrs. 
Dunlap proceed to make some gas- 
tronomic delicacy. 


There is an educational phase to this 


domestic science movement that Is 
most desirable. These women not only 
propose to perfect themselves, but to 
•Introduce cooking wherever possible in, 
the rural schools. 
As an example of 


•what has already been accomplished Is 
the work of Mrs. A. Noble King, who 
lives near Bloornington. Though a busy 
farmer's wife she finds time to give a 
little domestic science instruction in a 
country school near by. She also con- 
ducts every two weeks a study club for 
.her women neighbors. 


'The, president of the state association, 


>Irs. Carter, is a clubwoman In the 
aouvcntional sense as well as a do- 
mestic science enthusiast. 
As presi- 


'dent of the Champaign Woman's club 
'She is prominently connected with pub- 
lic work In her city. But her hobby is 
wncieoiably domestic science. 


The vice president at large, Mrs. 


Coffman, is equally interested^in things 
domestic. She has already organized 
the Sangamon County Domestic Sci- 
ence association and serves as its pres- 
ident. She ia also vice president of the 
•sButter Makers' association. 
Through 


'lier efforts Illinois women are contrib- 
uting to tbe "Cottage Cookbook," which 
•will soon be issued. 


The secretary, Mrs. Davenport, is the 


wife of Professor Davenport, dean, of 
the agricultural department of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. She Is one of the 
most active workers for domestic sci- 
«nce.

Dinner giving is one of the most ex- 


acting of social functions. The unini- 
tiated hostess makes a mistake If she 
tries to pay her social obligations in 
bulk, especially if her means are lim- 
ited. For such a one a "little dinner" 
Is best, and the following hints about 
It, from The Household, will be help- 
ful: It is Important that there be no 
more than the table cau accommodate 
iu comfort or the usual help attend to. 
Large dinner parties iu smrill houses 
mean failure as a rule. 
Four or six 


guests can be properly entertained 
much better than a dozen, and the com- 
pliment to the few invited is far great- 
er than where a crowd is met. 


Too many courses are a mistake.. 


From live to seven are sulticient. 
Nothing is more wearying than the 
"little dinner" served with pompous 
ostentation. Don't overcrowd your ta- 
ble, and have plenty of room. The ven- 
tilation oC the dining room should re- 
ceive extra care. Air the room through- 
out the day and let the temperature be 
about OS degrees. A lire is seldom nec- 
essary, as tiio lights and food warm a 
room quickly. 


Cover tbe table—a round one is the 


most social of all forms—with a heavy 
silence cloth, over which place a linen 
damask freshly laundered. This may 
be elaborated with insertion of renais- 
sance or bands of cluny luce or Mexi- 
can drawn work in fanciful designs. 
Thu plain damask hemstitched L-loths 
are never out of style ami always look 
well. Colored clollis and napkins are 
not used sit dinners. 


No dinner table is complete without 


flowers, but great care must be ob- 
served In their selection. 
Delicately 


tinted (lowers nre preferable, because 
they will harmonize better with other 
colors. Another tiling to be avoided is 
the possibility of annoying one's guests 
with the strong scent of some other- 
wise suitable (lowers. 


A low glass bowl tilled with loose 


sprays of chrysanthemums, edged with 
a. feathery green vine and resting ou a 
daintily 
embroidered 
center 
cloth, 


forms an excellent centerpiece; or, if 
you are t!ie possessor of n round, silvc;- 
rimmed mirror, place it ill the ceutei 
of the table and encircle with fern tips 
or sprays of smiliix or spikes of white 
and green mignonette. On the mirror 
place u slender vase containing a few 
perfect half blown roses or carnations. 
with a few sprays of green. At each 
place lay a loose cluster of long stem- 
med rosebuds nr carnations. 


Short stemmed flowers are effective- 


ly arranged in a border of smilax or 
other green vine wound in an artistic 
manner about the table. 


The candelabra are placed at either 


end of the central mass of bloom, 
crowned with shades the hue of the 
flowers that are used or white. Single 
candlesticks are now frequently seeu 
In place of the larger candelabrum. 
From four to eight are used, according 
to the size of the table. 


Tiny dishes containing olives, salted 


almonds and bonbons are placed about 
the centerpiece.
